Issues to Arbitrate 


In addition to wages, the Union insists on 
arbitration of working conditions and a new 
pension plan of its own concocting. Both of 
these are extremely complex questions that are 
completely unsuitable to any arbitration pro- 
cedure. To put these issues to the gamble of 
arbitration is to invite financial ruin for the 
Atlanta transit system. 


The Union says it will negotiate these issues 
for 60 days, provided the Company will agree 
to arbitrate after that period.

The Company has offered to continue ne- 
gotiation of working conditions and to have 
actuaries representing both sides study the pen- 
sion question so that their reports could be the 
basis of further negotiations.

It pointed out that the South rep- 
resents about 27 percent of the nation’s 
population. Income payments in the re- 
gion rose 187 percent from 1940 to 1947, 
while the rest of the country was gain- 
ing 150 percent. The South’s market thus 
has grown sufficiently to warrant location 
of industries solely for the-sake of that 
market. 

The NPA found labor productivity in 
the South to be equal, and in many cases 
superior, to that in the North. 

It found, too, that the wage-scale dif- 
ferential between the North:and South is, 
to a great degree, more mythical than 
factual. 

On wages, the report has this to say: 

“Companies operating plants in both 
the North and South pay roughly the 
Same wage rates in towns of equivalent 
size. Differences show up, however; in 
comparing the small-town wage rates in 
the South with the metropolitan wage 
levels in the North.” 

We're glad, of course, to have this 
authoritative evidence that the South’s 
industrial system is not being built on 
low wages. And we hope the fuming Gov. 
Bowles will take note of the fact.

We would like to call to the attention 
of Gov. Chester Bowles, of Connecticut, 
the National Planning Association’s re- 
port on location of industry in the South. 

It was Gov. Bowles, late of the OPA, 
who sometime ago hit upon the idea of 
asking New England businessmen to sub- 
scribe to a fund to promote labor unions 
in the South. That he figured, would halt 
the Southern march of industry and elimi- 
nate a threat to New England’s industrial 
supremacy. 

He was going on the premise that in- 
dustry’s sole reason for moving South was 
“cheap labor.” Union wage scales, he de- 
cided, would end that. 

But that is not what the National 
Planning Association’s Committee of the 
South found. The Committee is comprised 
of well-known labor and business leaders. 

Said the NPA report: “The supply of 
labor, low labor turnover and absentee- 
ism, and satisfactory labor attitudes were 
more important to the companies studied 
than the South’s allegedly cheap labor.” 

Of the South’s three major attractions 
to industry, however, the NPA found 
labor supply ranked third. The first two 
were good markets and available raw ma-

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Brannan Plan Puts GOP On Spot 


W ASHINGTON—Republicans are showing some concern about the political implications of the 
farm subsidy program put forward by Secretary of Agriculture Charles Brannan in behalf of the Tru- 


man Administration. 


What they are afraid of is the proposal] may prove to be a vote-getting bonanza 


for Democrats in agrarian sections of the great Middle West, which is normally Republican. 


Privately, GOP leaders concede that the plan 
is a knockout politically and should be worth 
millions of votes to the Democrats in the elec- 
tions next year and the presidential contest of 
1952. They are fot sure about the economic 
soundness of the plan or how it will be received 
by urban areas. But they are worried about the 
effect—political effect, that is—it may have on 
the farmers 


President Truman in the last campaign 
promi@@#! the farmers of the country a perma- 
nent program for stabilizing farm income on 
a high level. It was largely the result of 
the stress he put on the issue that the Demo- 
cratic ticket was able to win out in such nor- 
mally Republican agricultural States as Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, [linois, Ohio and even 
California. 


The Brannan proposal is looked upon as the 
Administration’s move to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s campaign pledge. It is in line with what 
the President promised the voters. What it 
would do is keep prices of foodstuffs up for the 
farmer while permitting them to fall to lower 
levels for the consumer. Farm income would be 
stabilized at a figure of around $26,000,000,000 a 
year, contrasted with a low of about $4,000,- 


000,000 during the depths of the last great de- 


pression of the ‘30s and a high of some $31,000,- 
000.000 in 1948. 

No effort would be made under the plan to 
hold prices of major farm commodities at their 
present high levels. But the farmers would be 
guaranteed a high return on their products 
through Government subsidies paid with Treas- 
ury checks. Consumers would benefit by being 
able to buy foodstuffs and textiles made of woo] 
and cotton at cheaper prices. The taxpayers, 
which means all of us, would provide the differ- 
ence. 

Outwardly the plan sounds good to both con- 
sumer and farm groups. It remains to be seen 
how much it would cost. Adequate estimates 


- are still lacking. 


But the political implications of the pro- 
posal are sufficient to cause Republicans to 
ponder. Their greatest source of concern is 
that the farmers of the agrarian States will 
take to the plan and leave the Republican 
Party for the Democrats. 


During the past decade the Republicans have 
geen organized labor weaned away from its 
former GOP moorings and go over to the Demo- 
crats practically lock, stock and barrel. Most of 
the minority groups have likewise affiliated with 
the Democrats.

left to give the GOP hope of remaining a vital 
force in political affairs was the farm element 
of the country outside of the South. 

President Roosevelt was able to win the sup- 
port of the Western and Middle Western farm 
States in his first two elections. In 1940 and 
1944, however, as well as in all of the congres- 
sional elections in between, the Republicans re- 
captured these States with ease. It was not 
until last year that the Democrats, under Mr. 
Truman’s pledges for a permanent farm program, 
were able to make inroads in this strong Republi- 
can territory. 


Now it appears that Mr. Truman is out to 
make the Democratic gains permanent. If the 
farmers take to the comprehensive program out- 
lined by the Secretary of Agriculture, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that they will continue to sup- 
port the Democratic Party in future elections. 


The President, as the Republicans see it, 
has his eyes on holding Iowa, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio and the other agri- 
cultural States he carried in November. He 
may be playing to bring Michigan, Kansas, 
the Dakotas and others in line.

Money For the moment; the city, in which American power and 

influence have been paramount and are soon to be wiped 
out, is still being kept alive by the United States. Without Ameri- 
can food, and American cotton and fuel oil for the industries, most 
of Shanghai would already be starving. But even if American aid 
continues, chaos may come before the Communists. 


The reason is simple. Money has virtually ceased to have any 
meaning. Only the American greenback and the Chinese silver 
dollar still have value, but there are not nearly enough to keep 
the wheels turning 


Thus, Shanghai presents the incredible spectacle of a huge, mod- 
ern eity without any valid medium of exchange at all. The fac- 
tories have no money to pay the workmen, the workmen have no 
money to buy food from the rice stores, the stores have no money 
to buy food from ECA, and ECA itself has not had the money to 
pay men to move the food and goods from the docks. 


Shanghai today would doubtless be a fascinating case study for 
an.ECA economist, but it is not a pleasant place to be. For, as the 


economic machinery grinds to a stop, it becomes always more cer- | 
tain that the hungry people will take matters into their own hands. | 
Every day the army publicly shoots a few more people through the |

a great deal more ugly. 
Hard Test That is why one often has the odd experience of 

hearing solid American and British businessmen 
saying, “The sooner the Commies come, the better.” It is true that 
looting and riots have ended with the Communist. occupation of 
cities in the north. But Shanghai is different, and it is difficuit to 
see how the Communists can prevent chaos here. 


Take one example. When the Communists come, ECA will 
leave. The American-owned Shanghai Power Company now pro- 
vides well over four-fifths of all power for the city. This power 
is derived from 2A fuel oil. The Communists have no fuel oil. 
Perhaps eventually the Communists can convert to coal and find 
enough coal in the north for Shanghai’s purposes. Meanwhile, the 
water supply, lighting and telephone systems will cease to function. 
Nine-tenths of Shanghai’s industry will close down. And Shanghai 
will all but die. 


This is one reason why the old China hands here are fond of 
explaining, “The Communists will ruin Shanghai and Shanghai will 
ruin the Communists.” It is certainly true that Mao Tse-Tung and 
his followers. accustomed to guerrilla leadership in the back coun- 
try, will face a hard test in the administration of such a city as 
Shanghai. 

Yet it is also true that sufficient ruthlessness can solve even 
such a problem as this. And the fact remains that Shanghai is a 
symbol. This huge, rich, productive megalopolis, fourth largest in 
the world, is now to pass within the Soviet sphere. So is most if 
not all of a country with one-quarter of the world’s population.

Life in Japan Recalled 
By Atlanta's Miss King 


By DIXON PRESTON 
In Tokyo, Japan, there’s a common complaint among 
the menfolks that might have come right off Main Street, 
U. S. A. It concerns the newly acquired right of the fem- 


inine sex to sue for divorce. 

Granted suffrage, the right to 
hold office, and the right to 
sever the tie that binds in al- 


most one fell blow, Japanese 
vomen are slowly but surely 
emerging from the »generations- 
old, almost-servile status of their 
sex. 

So states a young Georgian 
just returned from a two-year 
tour of duty in Tokyo. Martha 
King, now residing at 1116 Pied- 
mont Ave., N. E., found herself 
at the close of war an employee 
of Uncle Sam, stationed in Hono- 
lulu. “Recruited” there, she be- 
came one of the first group of 
civilian women to be assigned 
to Gen. MacArthur’s new head- 
quarters, arriving in Tokyo in 
April, 1946. 

It was a shattered city the 
young women found upon ar- 
rival. Hastily improvised shacks 
rose here and there from the 
rubble, seeming no larger than 
mushrooms in the broad ex- 
panses. These were the new Jap- 
anese homes. Rickshaws, bicy- 
cles, and overloaded streetcars 
pushed their way through 
crowds of teeming kimona-clad 
and coolie-coated figures. Only 
the appearance of an occasional 
military car of western make 
and multiple military personnel 
disturbed the semblance of Old 
Japan going about the business 
of righting itself. 

In the two years of her en- 
sconcement there, Martha King 
witnessed not only the slow pro- 
gression of womanhood to her 
rightful place in society. There 
were other changes taking place 
of a more tangible nature. 


The shacks still stand but in 
greater number. Hands so adept 
at the creation of bizarre wood- 
prints, intricately carved shrines 
and Budda’s, inlaid teakwood, 
and cloisonne trinkets consigned 
themselves to the more practical 
art of engineering construction. 


“The rebuilding has been slow,” 
volunteered Miss King. “In ad- 
dition to a still-acute shortage of 
material and a lack of the proper 
machinery, Japan still likes to 
do things the hard way—by 
hand. Construction tools are still

almost unknown to the ma- 
jority. 

Inflation stalks the country 
yet, but in a lessening degree. 
New business ventures are not 
at all uncommon, springing up 
along the narrow streets. Street- 
cars still swarm with too many 
patrons, because there have been 
no replacements for vehicles de- 
stroyed by incendiaries during 
the war. But, there are fewer 
rickshaws in evidence now, more 
bicycles with side-car attach- 
ments for passengers, for even 
the Japanese have come to look 
upon the rickshaw as inhumane. 


Infiltration of western ideas 
has been most noticeable in the 
dress of the people. Kimonas and 
coolie-coats have almost disap- 
peared from the streets, and 
feminine coiffures have acquired 
an unmistakable Hollywood air. 

And while a great part of the 
former Emperor-worship by the 
older Japanese people has sim- 
ply been transferred to the awe- 
inspiring MacArthur, there vis a 
decided trend in religion toward 
the Christian faith. Young peo- 
ple, influenced, no doubt, by the 
young Americans presently 
there, attend each Sunday in 
greater numbers the large inter- 
denominational chapel at forty 
ninth General Hospital. 

“I went into Japan determined 
to know and understand the Jap- 
anese people,” said Miss King. 
“I found the working class, with 
whom I was principally in con- 
tact, extremely likeable and 
worthy of confidence. I firmly 
believe that with the continued 
education of these people in 
greater numbers in the doctrines 
of democracy, America will gain 
for herself a friendly and per- 
manent ally in the Far East.”

WORK IN FAR-AWAY PLACES 


YWCA Activities Outlined 


By War Prisoner, Traveler 


Not a hat was passed. Not a word was spoken about 


money. 


It was a remarkable departure in sales tech- 


nique in a city where campaigns for public weal and zeal 
are as endless as chain-smoking. 


Several men, unfamiliar to the 
“appeals” circuit, arose in the 
moonlight of the soft evening 
last week and spoke to at least 
60 dinner guests seated at little 
tables on the patio beside the 
blue pool of the wondrous home 
of Price Gilbert, Jr.. on Andrew 


Road, about the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and its 
work overseas. 

The speakers hadn’t been 
briefed. They spoke spontaneous- 


ly. L. W. (Chip) Robert, Jr., a- 


little abashed at reviewing a re- 
cent flight around the world, 
told of the impromptu glimpses 
he had of the creative work of 
the YM in such disturbed places 
as Shanghai, Calcutta, Siam, In- 
donesia, Bali. He remarked that 
while American money rebuilds 
industry and reclaimed produc- 
tion in an effort to establish and 
keep the balance of peace in the 
world, this nation’s character- 
building organizations have 


equally as much work to do bol- 
stering faltering people with 
hopes and ideals. 

“I believe in the Y in world 
service,” he said sincerely. “And 
[ am not one to go about orating 
about such things as a usual! 
practice.” 

‘Jimmy Sibley, a former pris- 
oner of war, told of his gratitude 
to the YMCA and the Red Cross 
during his months of captivity. 
Only those two organizations, he 
remarked, seemed to have been 
accepted in integrity and per- 
mitted to minister to the war 
prisoners. 

“The Red Cross augmented 
our food and clothing,” he said. 
“And the YMCA tried to supply 
us with diversion and recrea- 
tion . .. which were just as im- 
portant.” 

In a bitterly humorous reflec- 
tion, Sibley told of PW’s who 
spent hours riding imaginary 
motorcycles, taking cue aim at 
billiard balls that were not there, 


painting endless pictures with 
unskilled, unartful hands, writ- 
ing literature that was barely co- 
herent, all in an attempt to stave 
off the degenerative mental ef- 
fects of boredom. 

“And the YMCA helped so 
much,” he said. “As a matter 
of fact, the record says none of 
us ended up in the psycho wards 
when it was all over.”
